On Wednesday, March 12. the elec- 
tions to the major campus posts for next 
year will be held. One might suppose, in 
view of the great importance of posts such 
as the Presidency of the Students' Society, 
the executives of the MeGill Union and 
ihe Women's Union and the post of Rep- 
resentative to the Athletics Board, that 
every member of the student body would 
vote for the candidate of his choice. 

This, however, is far from the case. 
Last year, for instance, only 72 per cent, 
of the student? voted; the Faculty of Law 
was the only faculty that voted to a man, 
while Arts i Science and R.V.C. scarcely 
topped 50 per cent. Yet the vote last 
year was considered large. 

These posts, in the nature of things, 
require a vote as representative as possi- 
ble. The universities, which harboured the 
principles of democracy during the Middle 
!Ages, should not let drop those principles 
—if merely through indolence or indiffer- 
ence. Each and every student should ex- 
ercise his franchise, because the represen- 
tation should be as démocratie as possible, 
\ The average student has no excuse for 
; bis indifference. The polling booths are 
""numerous and conveniently located; infor- 
mation about the candidates is adequately 
presented by the Daily— and often, as 
well by the candidates themselves; the 
Students' Handbook exp!a:ri- the duties of 
jfihose occupying the various positions. 

Furthermore, the responsibility that 
freste on these executives is extremely 
great. In money matters 8lone, for in- 
stance — student organizations handle more 
than fifty thousand dollars annually— the 
responsibility is such as to forbid any in- 
difference on i he pan of the student body 
as a whole. Similarly, in social, political, 
educational and military matters, the 
judgment nf the Mudents a? expressed 
through their rfprcuntutm.n is of para- 
mount importance. 

In the course of the next week, there 
Jrill be considerable activity on the part 
of all candidates to the various positions. 
They and their minions; will be out cam- 
paigning actively. This is an opportunity 
for all who do not know the candidates 
to make their acquaintance, and, if neces- 
sary, to discuss with them their platforms 
and the ramifications thereof. 

Next week, as it were, determines the 
jcourse of student representation for the 
jtoming year. Let no student shirk his 
responsibility. 



War Medicine Courses 

At the annual Spring ' 'on vocation this 
May there will graduate approximately 
J.00 students of the Medical Faculty who, 
Ipoming into a world of war, must be pre- 
pared to take their proper place in it. For 
Jfchese embryo doctors such a preparation 
fnust or should include courses in war 
medicine.

caring for the problem* of public health 
jg different un.W „ total wur economy than 
it ie under a peacetime democratic econ- 
jptcy; there are few comparisons that eau 
te drawn bfetLgeen th* ftie&Ul n/kiii on iu 



human being of battle and ordinary life in 
tune of pence; the problems of aviation 
medicine arc different for men who will be 
flying Spitfires than it is for men who arc 
Hying Douglas transports for the commer- 
cial air-lines. And thus (he list can be ex- 
panded. 

At present a scries of lectures touching 
lightly on the different phases of the medi- 
cal aspect of war arc being given once n 
week. Rut such lectures nie not adequate 
for the purposes of the mrn who will be 
graduating in the next few years. 

The Medical Faculty should for the 
duration give students in their last year 
of medicine special courses in war medi- 
cine. These courses should be given only 
to students of the fourth year for after a 
year of. clinical work they are able to fully 
recognize the difference between peacetime 
medical practice and war time medical 
practice. Also students of the last year 
after having these eotirses will lie better 
prepared to enter the medical corps of the 
armed units without too much preliminary 
training. 

The Medical Faculty should consider 
making war medicine a part of the regular 
curriculum for the duration.
